Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1972. 

IfeLlst  the  number  of  foreign  ships  increased  by  t^venty- 
six  the  total  number  entering  the  Port  shows  a decrease  of  thirty 
one.  In  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  seventeen  shipments  of 
coal  v/ere  imported  giving  a total  of  11,637  tons  against  996  tons 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  inspections  carried  out  have  not  revealed  any  serious 
defects,  v/hilst  no  rats  \iere  found  on  any  vessel.  Three  samples 
of  Tirater  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken  from  the 
mains  supply  at  Dunball  and  V/alpole  v/harfs,  all  were  satisfactory. 
The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  ships  using  the  Port 
is  excellent.

Radio  and  Other  Messages 

Bridgwater  is  not  a radio  transmitting  port,  but  messages 
can  be  received  by  radio  telephone  via  the  Ships  Agents, 
Messrs,  Hunt  & Co, 


(a)  The  Maritime  Declarations  of  Health  are  handed  to 
the  Capta,in  on  arrival.  They  are  then  completed  and 
returned  to  the  Port  Hea.lth  Inspector. 

(b)  Vessels  from  foreign  ports  are  boarded  by  the  Port 
Health  Inspector  immediately  on  arrival. 
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(c)  The  Customs  Officer  notifies  the  Port  Medical 
Officer,  or  Port  Health  Inspector  of  the  times  of 
arrival  of  all  vessels  from  foreign  ports, 

(d)  Mooring  stations  designated  under  Articles  22-30 

Anchorage  between  numbers  9 and  7 buoys  on 
Steart  Island. 

(e)  Standard  exemptions  are  issued  to:- 

(i)  Vessels  unhealthy  by  reason  of  minor  infectious 
diseases  on  board,  e.g,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia. 

(ii)  Vessels  otherwise  clean  which  have  arrived 
from  a listed  port  in  an  infectious  area. 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  other 
then  smallpox  is  as  follov/s:- 

Cases  of  Plague,  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fever  by 
arrangement  v/ith  the  South  West  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Cases  of  other  infectious  diseases,  Taunton 
Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follov/ing  up  of  contacts  are  carried 
out  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer, 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons 
clothing  and  other  articles  are  carried  out  where 
necessary  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Health 
Inspector.
